pulpwood* Mills within the Southeast 
consumed 92,7 million cords of round 
pulpwood between 1981-1985- Nearly 6,3 
million cs rds ,  o r  7 pe rc sn t  sf  t h i s  
roundwood, were imported from Sta tes  
outside t he  region, Exports from the  
Southeas t  to States s u t s i d e  t he  region 
totaled nea r ly  3,s million cords ,  o r
